The Editor, 
“Soccer News.” 


Dear Sir—May I, through your 
columns, call the attention of 
Soccer officials and also those 
traders in Soccer supplies who 
may read your paper, to the fact 
that more attention ts wanted— 
and must be given—to standard 
size and weight of footballs used 
in our competitions. The “Laws of 
the Game” provide for a bail not 
less than 27 inches, nor more than 
28 inches in circumference, and 
not less than 10 ozs. nor more 
than 150zs, In weight (Size 5). 
These requirements must be ad- 
hered to for alf Junior and Senior 
football competitions, More import- 
ant still is the necessity for empha- 
sizing the dimensions and weight 
of the ball, which has been stand- 
ardised for use by school teams 
and juvenile teams up to the age 
of 16 years, viz, not less than 24 
inches nor more than 26 inches. in 
circumference; not less than 100zs. 
nor more than 12o0zs. in weight 
{Size 4). As you know | watch 
mid-week school footy very closely 
and nothing is more pitiable than 
to see our little champions trying 
to propel a ball which is much too 
heavy for them, Our old friend 
“George Boston” of “Referee” 
fame, picked a ball up last season 
out of a school match that weighed 
13 Ibs. :
